Matters arising from the Minutes 

Kings Arms The Clerk reported that the purpose of the transfer of the 
Licence application was a holding one whilst negotiations were completed 
with a new tenant. 

Revised postal arrangements A reply from the Head Postmaster was reported. 
Planning application, Old Manor Farmhouse It was reported that, despite the 
objections of the Council, the District Council had approved this 
application and the Clicrk was instructed to ask the Chief Planning and 
Development Officer to justify his recommendation. 

Highway Verges Appreciation was expressed at the improvement in Horsefair 
and reference was made to other places in the village centre which needed 
improving, including the cases where tiles were being removed by Gas Board 
contractors and not being replaced. RESOLVED that the Clerk draw the 
atttention of the County Council to these matters. 

Items of Correspondence Guides and Scouts It was reported that the Guides 
and Scouts were carrying out a sponsored litter pick-up in the village and 
plastic bags were asked for. Councillor Garrett stated that he had a number 
available for use and it left for each member to make his own arrangements 
to sponsor individuals. 

Footway lighting, Hempton Road A complaint about the footway lighting was 
considered but it was felt that it was adequate as it had only recently 
been improved after consultation with the Electricity Board. 

1983 Fair An application from Messrs. George Hatwell & Son to hold the fair 
on 10th, 11th and 12th November was approved with the proviso that Mr. 
Hatwell be asked to ensure that the fair closes not later than eleven 
o’clock each evening. 

Easter Holiday refuse collection arrangements were noted. 

Planning appeals against the refusals for a bungalow behind Holcombe Hotel 
and for a cottage at College Farm, Hempton were also noted. 

ORRC booklet "Rural Work" was submitted and it was decided to ask if 


publicity. 

District Council ahstract of accounts and estimates were made available for 
any interested member. 

COSIRA A seminar was reported but nobody was appointed to attend owing to 
the short notice. 

Water supply to Hempton. The Chairman reported that the Water Board were 
improving the pressure with a booster point near the Playgroup hut and any 
damage would be reinstated, including the possibility of replanting a tree. 
Castle Grounds. The action of the Clerk in accepting the offer to continue 
the gangmowing by the County Council was confirmed, with the proviso that 
more attention should be given to the boundaries. Councillor Fuller agreed 
to flail mow the edges to asist the County Council. The question of the 
rent payable by the Football Club was deferred until the next meeting to 
see if it was possible to help financially in the pavillion improvements. 
Windmill Community Centre There was nothing further to report on the land 
negotiations. 

Planning application No objection was made to the proposal to construct a 
conservatory extension at Boulderdyke Farm.

DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - PROFILE. - PAULINE “MOLLIE" SANDERS 


Mollie was born near Northampton where her parents 
farmed and later on they had a guest house where 
Mollie helped in the business. 


Mollie married Walter Sanders of Deddington in 
1929. 


Her Grandparents at that time owned the Dun Cow 
Hotel at Dunchurch, near Rugby. 


Walter's father came to Deddington in 1903 as a 
woodcarver. Walter's parents started a confec- 
tionery business in Council Street in 1919 and 
later Walter took over - his father returning 
to woodcarving. Mr Sanders Snr carved a bust 
of Josiah Wedgwood. and it is now in the local 
Wedgwood Methodist Church. 


When Walter and Mollie married they first lived 
at Duns Tew. Walter expanded the retail business 
of confectionery by selling to small shops in the 
surrounding villages. (A number of elderly residents will remember Mrs Sanders Snr 
who, with arthritic hands, had a job in getting the sweets out of the jars to serve 
to customers). 


The Sanders' travelled around the villages first with a horse and carriage then in 
1926 Walter Sanders bought a motor van for £30.0s.10d. to do the job. 


The books at that time read as 
follows:- Expenses: Tea 13s.9d. 
Tobacco 4s.1$d. Motor car £30.10d. 
Motor tax £1.9s.4d. Oats 7s.0d. 
Chaff 2s.9d. (obviously wages - 
Walter 5s.0d. Mother £1.16s.0d. 
Albert 6s.0d. Brian Is.0d.) 
Total £35.9s.54d. 


The takings for that same week - 
Shop £2.13s.9d. Fritwell £1.1s.6d. 
Heyford 15s.0d. Shop £1.5s.0d. 
Croughton 1!7s.5d. Shop £1.0s.0d. 
Club £1.10s.0d. Tackley £1.9s.9d. 
Shop £1.0s.0d. Barton £2.11s.3d. 
Shop £3.3s.ld. Total £17.6s.9d. 
Date: 27 November 1926. 


The delivery of Sunday papers was another service and here Bill Mulcher and brothers 
H and W Ivings helped. 


In 1939 the Sanders took over the Priory and stables in Hudson Street and created a 
shop. The War changed the pace of many things - Mollie took in evacuees and 
billetted soldiers in the area above the shop. Walter was a member of the Royal 
Observer Corps Club "The Post" being up the Hempton Road. After the War and demobi- 
lization the Sanders improved the buildings and made the hall suitable to be hired 
out for meetings, wedding receptions, private parties, dances, etc. This I remember 
well and thought it served a need as many people in Deddington will recollect. The 
hall is now a flat. Over 40 years Mollie and Walter worked together in the various 
enterprises they undertook. 


Recalling these early days Mollie remarked how a coach load of lads entered the 
shop and while one of them asked for some sweets the others made off with six 
jars of sweets - the shop was always stacked high with jars of sweets. 


Yet another service, W Sanders charged batteries, collecting and delivering on 

a routine basis and one can recollect how important a wireless was in those days, 
by the way he saved the lead from the old batteries. Yet again, a few years 
later, they had a portable public address system, which could be fixed to a car, 
and this was hired out to shows, fetes and such like.

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Recently the shop has been remodelled into a restaurant serving hot snacks and 
ice cream specialities. 


From a halfpenny given to a child to buy sweets to the present day 50 pence 
indicates the change in confectionery prices - from the old lady getting the 
boiled sweets out of the jar to the present day wrapped confectionery - Mollie 
has seen all these changes. 


Mollie has two daughters and a son, Clive, who now manages the business. 
Mollie has worked hard all her life and served the public well and believe it 


or not, this 80 year old lady is still doing it. A pleasant lady to speak to 
and we wish her well. j

ae tly I must apologise for missing the last two issues, but owing to 
other commitments I didn't get tine to put pen to paper. 


Firecalls 
Up to and including 4th opus we had received 34 calls consisting of 7 
false alarms on automatic systems, 2 false alarms with good intent. | 
malicious false alarm, 3 calls to standby at other stations, 2 road traffic 
accidents, 12 chimney fires (1 of which we were unable to turn out to owing 
to insufficient crew), 2 house fires, 1 car fire, 1 rubbish skip, 2 calls 
to public toilets on fire and 1 garden shed on fire. 

Hydrants 

Readers may recali that in a previous issue I wrote a section regarding 
people parking vehicles on fire hydrants. It appears that some people do 
not read their Deddington News or they de not realise the problems they can 
eause by parking on hydrants. When we attended the last call listed above, 
a garden shed on fire at Goose Green end of the stile we had need to uSe a 
considerable quantity of water approximately 300 gallons, fortunately we 
earry 400 gallons on our applianee. On completion of such a job it is 
necessary for us to fill up with water at the nearest hydrant in readiness 
for further calis. On this occasion the rearest hydrant being at the bottom 
of Goose Green, by the oid mortuary, but on going to it what did we find? A 
ear parked right on ton of it, the ariver of Paige must have nearly knocked 
his door against the indicator post when he got out. If we had needed more 
water to fight the fire tre would have nak oe run out hose either outside 
Johnson's entrance in Hoperofts Lane or to the junction of St Thomas Street 
and Oxford Road, wnich would not only have meant the loss of valuable time, 
but also unnecessary use of firemens energy to run out the hoses. Therefore 
£ appeal to all drivers onee again. PLEASE LOOK BEFORE YOU PARK. It could 
he your property we need the immediate back up ‘Of sur supply of water for.

The two 2! hour men are in the throes of medicals ete but unfortunately the 
fourth man we are having to hold in limbo until we can fill our necessary 
daytime cover. pens T express my sincere thanks to the employers who consent 
to the personnnel attending firecells during working hours and may I also 
say to other Lanisaene who have suitable personnel on their staff that gone 
are the days when we would spend anything up to 20 hours on a large fire, 4 
hours is the maximum time we are allowed to spend on any one fire. No 
longer do we turn out to a fire in the afternoon and still be there at work 
time next morning. We still need more personnel therefore if anyone else is 
interested please come along end see me at the Fire station any Tuesday 
evening after 6.30.

Present: Cllrs. Ward (Chairman), Mrs. Robinson (Vice-Chairman), Mrs. 
Cheeseman, Messrs. Gardner, Garrett, George, Hayward, Fuller, 
McKengie, O'Neill, Stevens and Webber. 

Absent: Messrs. Garvey, Marshall. 


Correspondence was received from the occupant. of 8 Windmill Close complaining 
of the continuing dumping of grass cuttings and general rubbish in the 
lane between the Daecings end Windmill Close. The lane was only recently 
cleared by the Councils; but the lady suggested that those committing the 
act should be mede to pey for further cleerance. Cllr.Hayward reported 
that the alley from the Hempton Road to The Daedings was also being 4 
subjected to the dumping of gress cuttings. Cllr.O'neill suggested 
that the writer should take out ® prosecution on the offender. The 

. Clerk said that the P.C. could not take out a prosécution of 
individuals, but if names were known, they.could be passed to the 
Environmental Health Council who could take further action. It was agreed 
that the letter writer be advised to provide identities of anyone dumping 
rubbish or grass cuttings end the council would take up the matter. 
Bus Routes: The P.C. were advised that from May 29th, Sunday buses 
between Banbury and Oxford would be reduced from 5 to 3. The times 
leaving Deddington as follows: To Oxford - 11.25; 4.453; 9.25. 
To Banbury - 1.30; 6.00; 9.15. 
DEDDINGTON FOOTBALL CLUB applied for a rent free period on the Castle 
Grounds to help towards the cost of erecting a new pavilion. Clir, 
Hayward stated that a number of people had asked why DFC were not going 
to use the Windmill Centre, and explained that there was no animosity 
"despite reports in the press", merely thet it was not practical to 
have both a’ cricket pitch and e'league standard!’ football pitch on the 
area eveilable. There followed a heated discussion as to why the 
cormunity should have to fund two different centres when one should be 
sufficient. Cllr. Heyward asked if the Cricket Club could be asked to 
play on the Castle Grounds so that the Football Club could use the 
facilities at the 'findmill Centre. Clir. Cheeseman said there was no 
water supply at the Castle Grounds, meaning a proper cricket pitch 
could not be maintained. Cllr. O'Neill said that it was only village 
cricket and hardly required 2 special pitch. Cllr. Gardner asked if 
there were more cricketecrs than footballers on ‘the Windmill Committee, 
He stated that the Council should have more to say on these matters, 
and Cllr. O'Neill agreed, saying that all the cost was being met by 
the ratepayers. The Chairman brought the discussion to’a halt by 
stating that the Windmill Committee were appointed to make decisions 
and that if the Council did not like it, they should ask for their 
resignations, but be prepared to take on their jobs. Further, it was 
not fair to discuss this with no comiittee members present. It was 
unaninously agreed that the Football Club should be given the use of 
the Castle Grounds rent free, to a limit of £500. Cllr. Hayward added ; 
thet if DFC were to be asked to move from the Cestle Grounds, there 9 
would probably be uproar. cnyway! 
THE TENNIS CLUB reported that they heve completed refurbishment of the 
Windmill Courts at ¢ total cost of £15,000. As they were £3,000 short 
of this figure, they requested the P.C.'s backing of a locen for this 
amount from the Bank pending further fund raising. The council agreed 
to support the application but not ‘guarentee any form of loan. 
INFORMATION wes received on Guided Walks in the Cherwell area. Full 
details appear on the Town Hell Notice Boerd, but the only walk starting 
from Deddington is on fugust llth «t 6.45 p.m. leaving from the square, 
covering approx -; miles.
